co u n ts above norm al, and tw o counts 
above th e record two hours a fte r he 
w as shot. 
H is te m p e ra tu re w as 99.2, 
o r three-fifths of a degree above nor­ 
m al.

He rf a t up in bed w ith a hand 
m irrow ag ain et his knees and shaved, 
and then w as given a sponge bath and 
alcohol rubdow n by his nurse.

th e bath his clinical record w as taken. 
T em p eratu re, 98.8; pulse, 88. 
He tu rned on his n ight lam p and be­ 
gan to read 
again, saying th a t he 
would do so until he got sleepy. 
Colo­ 
nel R oosevelt told his n u rse as he 
picked up his book th a t he w as going 
hom e to O y ster Bay Sunday. 
H e or­ 
d ered his b re a k fa st for 7 o'clock, and 
said : "M ind, I w ant a good one.
